THE  PIONEERS

P  ICTURE  a  city  of  20,000  people  uproote 
■  in  uidwinter  and  without  tlue  prepara- 
tion ejected  from  their  homes  and  thivtn  b) 
force  across  the  ice-lloe  of  a  ^rcat  river, 
See  tlicm  sprawled  in  the  mud  on  the  waste- 
ward  bank,  and  nowhere  to  go.  In  a  com- 
munity of  that  size  we  would  expect  to  find 
wide  variety  of  social  and  economic  condi-i 
tions.  vSome  were  well-to-do,  but  of  what 
value  the  wealth  of  houses  and  land,  home 
furnishings  and  farm  equipment  that  could 
be   neither   sold   nor  taken   away?  Many 


500  of  their  best  men  to  fight  for  the  govern- 
ment that  had  permitted  their  banishment. 
But  it  was  their  government.  Human 
agencies  had  failed  in  the  administration  of 
justice,  but  the  government  was  founded  on 
principles  of  liberty  and  justice  lor  all — a 
government  which  they  believed  and  taught 
had  been  founded  by  God.  It  was  their 
Country's  call,  and  they  loved  their  country 
as  one  divinely  selected  and  protected  as  a 
"  choice  land,"  for  the  workings  out  of  a 
divine    program.         So    the    battalion    was 
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were   poor,    some  destitute.  There   were 

those  who  were  sick,  women  on  verge  of 
child-birth,  babes  in  arms,  young  children 
and  aged  men  and  women.  It  was  early  in 
February,  the  weather  was  inclement  and 
the  roads  ahead  were  boggy  mud.  Behind 
them  were  their  comfortable  homes,  their 
City  Beautiful,  their  sacred  Temple.  Before 
them  were  stretched  1,300  miles  of  flat 
prairie,  rugged  mountains  and  uninhabited 
desert.  But  they  resolutely  moved  forward 
into  it. 

Picture  a  thousand  wag-ons  in  continuous 
train  stretching  westward  over  the  plains  of! 
Iowa.  There  is  not  room  for  all  to  ride, 
so  many — some  far  too  young,  some  much 
too  old — painfully  trudge  beside  the  weary 
oxen  as  the  expatriated  band  slowly  moves 
towards  the  setting  sun. 

A  horseman  overtakes  the  slow  moving 
train  and  to  the  leaders  presents  a  call  for 
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quickly  mustered  in  by  volunteer  method, 
and  marched  away.  The  feat  accomplished 
by  its  members  is  unique  in  the  annals  of 
history. 

Picture  the  camps  that  were  made  ft 
Garden  Grove  and  Mount  Pisgah  where 
houses  were  built,  wells  dug,  fields  fenced, 
ploughed  and  sowed  that  others  might  sur- 
vive and  move  on.  And  then  the  more  per- 
manent camp  at  Winter  Quarters.  See 
them  huddled  into  this  camp  as  winter  comes 
and  goes  leaving  600  new-made  graves  and 
many  other  hundreds  of  sorrow -saddened 
souls.  Extend  the  vision  forward  and 
backward  along  the  trail  and  those  600 
graves  are  multiplied  by  ten  as  a  partial 
measure  of  the  sacrifice  of  this  people  to  the  j 
cause  of  conscience  and  religious  devotion. 

A  year  has  passed.       Picture  a  vanguard 
of  148  intrepid  pathfinders  breaking  camp  at

OF  DESPAIR 


THIS  is  a  day  when  men's  iiearts  lail 
tlu'in  and  clear  thinking  is  not  always 
possible.  It  is  a  lime  when  iloubl  (-ix'eps 
in  and  many  puzzling;  problems  present 
themselves.  The  path  ahead  is  not  always 
as  well  defined  as  it  might  be. 

Like  the  rest  of  the  people  in  the  world 
the  Latter-day  Saints  .  .  .  have  been  con- 
fronted with  the  problems  incident  to  war- 
time. Mothers  and  fathers  with  heavy 
hearts  see  their  sons  taken  into  the  armed 
forces  of  the  nation  ;  sweethearts  are  parted 
from  their  companions  ;  the  heavy  hand  of 
death  is  not  unknown  in  the  homes  of 
Latter-day  Saints  as  a  result  of  the  loosen- 
ing of  the  forces  of  destruction  in  the  world. 

In  the  midst  of  these  darkened  conditions, 
as  a  ray  of  hope  lighting  up  the  future, 
bringing  comfort  to  the  hearts  of  those  who 
are  saddened  and  vision  to  those  who 
despair  comes  the  Message  of  the  First 
Presidency,  printed  elsewhere  in  this  issue. 
Clear  and  concise  in  its  content  and  inspired 
in  its  comprehensive  treatment  of  the  day's 
problems  this  message  becomes  a  foundation 
of  strength  upon  which  to  stand  braced  for 
the  future. 

No  longer  now  need  Latter-day  Saints  be 
in  doubt  as  to  the  ultimate  outcome  of  the 
present-day  crisis.  No  longer  need  they 
fear  for  the  eternal  welfare  of  those  of  their 
loved  ones,    who,    remaining   true    to    their 


ideals,  enter  into  this  ever  widening  ccjnllicl 
between  the  nations  and  forfeit  their  lives 
for   the    principles   of   freetlom   and    right. 

'Ihe  answers  to  these  questions  are  now 
with  us.  We  have  but  to  read  and  appre- 
ciate them  to  make  of  these  vital  utterances 
a  part  of  our  thinking  and  of  our  being. 
The  inspiration  of  Almighty  God  directed 
the  preparation  and  presentation  of  this 
message — the  same  God  whom  the  First 
Presidency  assures  the  Latter-day  Saints  is 
standing  at  the  helm  and  "  will  work  out  in 
His  own  due  time  and  in  His  own  sovereign 
way   the  justice  and   right   of  the  conflict." 

Read  this  message.  Preserve  it  for  con- 
stant study.  Make  it  your  guide.  Mould 
with  it  your  attitudes  toward  present  and 
future  events.  Weigh  carefully  its  inspired 
interpretation  of  the  temporal  and  spiritual 
problems  before  us  to-day.  Regard  it  as 
one  of  the  most  powerful  utterances  ever 
having  come  from  a  First  Presidency  of  the 
Church  for  it  ranks  with  the  epistles  and 
messages  sent  to  the  world  during  the  past 
century  by  the  leadership  of  the  Church. 

Its  view  that  this  is  a  world-wide  Church 
should  alone  be  sufficient  to  impiress  the 
Latter-day  Saints  everywhere  with  the 
power  and  grandeur  of  this  message  and 
the  feeling  of  responsibility  with  which  it 
was  given  to  the  world  by  the  First 
Presidencv. — Deseret  Neivs.

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Message  Of  The  First  Presidency 

Delivered  at  the    I  12th  Annual  Conference,  April   6,    1942 


I  N  these  days  of  trial  and  sorrow,  when 
'  Satan  is  "seeking-  to  destroy  the  souls  of 
men"  (D.C,  10:27)  we  send  to  the  righteous 
everywhere  our  greetings  with  prayers  for 
.their  blessings :  to  the  Saints  in  all  lands 
jand  on  the  islands  of  the  seas,  we  renew 
■our  testimonies  and  pledge  our  unselfish 
service,  exhorting  them  to  lives  obedient  to 
the  Gospel  and  the  commandments  of  the 
Lord  ;  we  extend  to  them  the  hand  of  true 
'and  faithful  fellowship,  with  deep  and 
abiding  love  and  blessing. 

Our  Testimonies. 

We  bear  witness  to  all  the  world  that  God 
lives,  and  still  rules,  that  His  righteous 
ways  and  His  truth  will  finally  prevail. 

We  bear  testimony  that  Jesus  is  the 
Christ,  the  Only  Begotten  of  the  Father,  the 
First  Fruits  of  the  Resurrection,  the 
Redeemer  of  the  W^orld,  and  that  "  there  is 
none  other  name  under  heaven  given  among 
men,  whereby  we  must  be  saved." — Acts 
4  :i2. 

We  solemnlv  declare  that  in  these  the 
latter-days,  God  has  again  spoken  from  the 
heavens  through  His  chosen  Prophet, 
Joseph  Smith;  that  the   Lord   has,    through 


the  same  Prophet,  again  revealed  in  its  ful- 
ness His  Gospel — the  plan  of  life  and  salva- 
tion ;  that  through  that  Prophet  and  his 
associates  He  has  restored  His  holy  priest- 
hood to  the  earth,  from  which  it  had  been 
taken  because  of  the  wickedness  of  men ; 
and  that  all  the  rights,  powers,  keys  and 
functions  appertaining  to  that  priesthood  as 
so  restored  are  now  vested  in  and  exercised 
by  the  chosen  and  inspired  leadership  of  His 
Church — The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  even  as  that  priesthood 
has  been  exercised  on  the  earth  from  the 
Beginnmg  until  this  day,  whenever  His 
Church  was  here  or  His  work  had  place 
among  the  children  of  men. 

These  testimonies  we  bear  in  all  sober- 
ness, before  God  and  men,  aware  that  we 
are  answerable  to  God  for  the  truthfulness 
thereof.  We  admon-sh  all  men  to  give  ear 
to  these  testimonies  and  to  bring  their  lives 
into  harmony  with  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  that 
on  the  day  "  When  the  Son  of  Man  shall 
come  in  his  glory,  and  all  the  holy  angels 
with  him,"  they  may  stand  with  those  on 
His  right  hand,  to  whom-  He  will  say, 
"  Come,  ve  blessed  of  mv  Father,  inherit 
the    kingdom    prepared    for    you    from    the 
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foundation  ui"  the  world." — Matt.  25  131,  34. 
W'c  .shall  now  .speak  First  of  some  vital 
practical  matters  which  should  be  uppermost 
in  the  minds  of  all  Latter-dav  .Saints. 
Message  to  Parents. 
It  is  becoming-  increasingly  clear  that 
very  many  of  our  physicians  and  surgeons 
will  be  taken  bv  the  Government  for  service 
with  the  armed  forces.  This  is  well,  for 
we  want  our  soldiers  and  sailors  to  have 
every  care  which  it  is  possible  to  give  them. 
But  this  will  leave  the  civilians  with  cur- 
tailed and  probably  inadequate  medical  help. 
In  some  areas  we  shall  be  left  with  little 
more  trained  assistance  than  was  available 
to  our  pioneer  fathers.  Yet  it  is  our 
patriotic  duty  to  be  as  fully  effective  in  pro- 
duction at  home  as  our  boys  are  effective  in 
combat  in  the  fielci-  Those  in   the  front 

lines  cannot  be  strong  unless  those  behind 
the  lines  are  strong  also,  To  meet  this 
patriotic  duty  and  to  prepare  fo"  this 
threatening  condition,  we  urge  all  parents  to 
guard  with  zealoqs  carp  the  health  of  their 
rhildren.  Feed  thpm  simple,  good,  whole- 
some food  that  will  npufish  and  make  them 
fstrong,  See  that  they  are  warmly  clad. 
Keep  them  from  eKposure.  Have  them 
avoid  unnecessary  crowds  in  close,  poorly 
ventilated,  overheated  rooms  and  halls.  See 
that  they  have  plenty  of  rest  and  sleep, 
avoid  late  hours.  Keep  them  home  in  the 
evenings  and  remain  home  to  enjoy  them. 
Teach  them  strictly  to  observe  the  Word  of 
Wisdom  which  is  God's  law  of  health.  You 
parents  observe  these  rules  yourselves,  and 
keep  the  other  commandments  of  the  Lord. 
You  bishops  and  presidents  of  Stakes,  first 
lead  your  people  by  your  precepts.  Parents, 
prepare  yourselves  and  your  children  for  the 
times  to  come.  So  live,  day  by  day,  that 
you  may  with  cnfidence,  ask  the  bless'ngs  of 
health  with  which  the  Lord  clothes  those 
whom,  living  righteously,  He  delights  to 
succour. 

Message  to  the  Youtn. 
To  the  youth  of  the  Church  we  repeat  all 
the  foregoing  advice,  but  above  all  we  plead 
with  you  to  live  clean,  for  the  unclean  life 
leads  only  to  suffering,  misery,  and  woe 
physically — and  sp'rtually  it  is  the  path  to 
destruction.  How  glorious  and  near  to  the 
angels  is  youth  that  is  clean  ;  this  youth  has 
joy  unspeakable  here  anci  eternal  happiness 


herealter.  Sexual   purity   is  _\(;utirs  most 

precious  possession  ;  it  is  the  foundation  ot 
all  righteousness.  Better  dead,  clean,  than 
ahve,   unclean. 

'i'imes  approach  when  we  shall  need  all 
the  health,  strength,  and  spiritual  power  we 
can  get  to  bear  the  afflictions  that  will  come 
upon   us. 

Welfare  WorK. 

W'e  renew  the  counsel  given  to  the  Saints 
from  the  days  of  Brigham  \'oung  until  now 
— be  lionest,  truthful,  industrious,  frugal, 
thrifty.  In  the  day  of  plenty  prepare  for 
the  day  of  scarcity.  The  princple  of  the 
fat  and  lean  kine,  is  as  applicable  to-dav  as 
it  was  in  the  days  when,  on  the  banks  of  the 
Nile,  Joseph  interpreted  Pharaoh's  dreams, 
Officials  now  warn  us,  ^nd  warn  again,  that 
scant  days  are  coming. 

We  renew  our  counsel,  and  repeat  our  inn 
structiqns  :  Let  every  Latter-day  Saint  that 
has  land,  produce  some  valuable,  essential 
foodstuff  thereon  and  then  preserve  it ;  op 
if  he  cai^r)ot  produce  an  essential  foodstuff, 
let  him  prqduce  some  other  kind  ancj 
exchange  it  for  an  essential  fopdstuff ;   let 


EDITOR'S  NOTE,  ^ 

The  Genortil  Conference  of  the  Church 
for  April.  1942.  was  uniqne  in  four 
respects;  first,  it  isets  an  example  of  war- 
time sacrifice  which  should  be  an  inspira- 
tion to  citizens  and  organizations 
throughout  the  land;  second,  it  comprised 
only  the  general  authorities  and  repre- 
sentatives from  file  one  hundred  and 
forty-one  stakes;  third,  there  were  no 
women  present  ;  and,  fourth,  one  of  the 
sessions  Mas  held  in  the  Temple.  This 
has  never  oecurred  before. 

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  meet- 
ings and  in  the  scope  of  attendance  was 
strictly  a  war-time  measure,  fully  in  har- 
mony with  the  "  all  out  "  spirit  by  which 
truly  loyal  Americans  are  seeking  to  help 
win  the  great  Avar  in  which  their  nation  is 
now  engaged.  It  is  but  another  example 
of  the  high  degree  of  patriotism  possessed 
by  this  Church  and  its  love  for  the 
fundamental  principles  of  Liberty  and 
Freedom. 

Perhaps  the  feature  that  stood  out  in 
the  sessions  held  was  the  address  of  the 
First  Presidency,  which  was  read  by 
President  J.  Reuben  Clark.  Jr..  which  is 
reprinted  here,  and  which  closed  in  a 
simple  and  beautiful  prayer.  We  urge 
every  member  and  friend  to  carefully  read 
this  message.  AVe  know  that  it  is  an 
iiis])ired  document.

them  who  have  no  land  ol  their  own,  and 
who  have  knowledge  of  farming  and 
gardening,  try  to  rent  some,  either  by  them- 
selves or  with  others,  and  produce  footistufl" 
thereon,  and  preserve  it.  Let  those  who 
have  land  produce  enough  extra  to  help  their 
less  fortunate  brethren. 

The  Welfare  Plan  should  be  carried  for- 
ward with  redoubled  energy  that  we  may 
care  for  the  worthy  needy  poor  and  un- 
fortunate, and  manv  of  us  may  hereafter 
enter  that  class  who  now  feel  we  are  secure 
from  want. 

As  the  Church  has  always  urged  since  we 
came  to  the  \'alleys,  so  now  we  urge  every 
Church  householder  to  have  a  }ear's  supply 
of  essential  foodstuffs  ahead.  This  should, 
so  far  as  possible,  be  produced  by  each 
householder  and  preserved  by  him.  This 
course  will  not  only  relieve  from  anv  im- 
pending distress  those  households  who  so 
provide  themselves,  but  will  release  just  that 
much  food  to  the  general  national  stores  of 
foodstuffs  from  which  the  public  at  large 
must  be  fed. 

The  utmost  care  should  be  taken  to  see 
that  foodstuffs  so  produced  and  preserved  by 
the  householder,  do  not  spoil,  for  that  would 
be  waste,  and  the  Lord  looks  with  disfavour 
upon  waste.  He  has  blessed  His  people 
with  abundant  crops ;  the  promise  for  this 
year  is  most  hopeful.  The  Lord  is  doing 
His  part;   He  expects  us  to  do  ours. 

We  again  warn  our  people  in  America  of 
the  constantly  increasing  threat  against  our 
inspired  Constitut'on  and  our  free  institu- 
tions set  up  under  it.  The  same  political 
tenets  and  philosophies  that  have  brought 
war  and  terror  in  other  parts  of  the  world 
are  at  work  amongst  us  in  Amer'ca.  The 
proponents  thereof  are  seeking  to  undermine 
our  own  form  of  government  and  to  set  up 
instead  one  of  the  forms  of  dictatorship  now 
flourishing  in  other  lands.  These  revolu- 
tionists are  using  a  technique  that  is  as  old 
as  the  human  race — a  fervid  but  false  solici- 
tude for  the  unfortunate  over  whom  they 
thus  gain   mastery,   and  then  enslave  them. 

They  suit  their  approaches  to  the  particu- 
lar group  thev  seek  to  deceive.  Among  the 
Latter-day  Saints  they  speak  of  their 
philosophy  and  their  plans  under  it,  as  an 
ushering  in  of  the  United  Order.  Com- 
munism and  all  other  similar  isms  bear  no 


relationship  whatexer  to  the  United  Order. 
They  are  merely  the  clumsy  counterfeits 
which  Satan  always  devises  of  the  Gospel 
plan.  Communism  debases  the  individual 
and  makes  him  the  enslaved  tool  of  the  state 
to  whom  he  must  look  for  sustenance  and 
religion  ;  the  L'nited  Order  exalts  the  indi- 
vidual, leaves  him  his  property,  "  according 
to  his  faml}',  according  to  his  circumstances 
and  his  wants  and  needs,"  and  provides  a 
system  by  which  he  helps  care  for  his  less 
fortunate  brethren  ;  the  United  Order  leaves 
every  man  free  to  choose  his  own  religion 
as  his  conscience  directs.  Communism 
destroys  man's  Cod  given  free  agency;  the 
United  Order  glorifies  it.  Latter-dav  Saints 
can  not  be  true  to  their  faith  and  lend  aid, 
encouragement,  or  sympathy  to  any  of  these 
philosophies.  They  will  prove  snares  to  their 
feet. 

Gospel  of  Love. 
The  Gospel  of  Christ  is  a  Gospel  of  love 
and  peace,  of  patience  and  long  suffering, 
of  forbearance  and  forgiveness,  of  kindness 
and  good  deeds,  of  charity  and  brotherly 
love.  Greed,  avarice,  base  ambition,  thirst 
for  power,  and  unrighteous  dominion  over 
our  fellowmen,  can  ha\e  no  place  in  the 
hearts  of  Latter-day  Saints  nor  of  God 
fearing  men  anywhere.  W^e  of  the  Church 
must  lead  the  life  prescribed  in  the  saying  ol 
the  ancient  prophet  warrior  : 

I  seek  not  for  power,  but  to  pull  it  down. 
I  seek  not  for  honour  of  the  world,  but 
for  the  glory  of  my  God,  and  the  free- 
dom and  welfare  of  my  country. — Alma 
60  :36. 

Hate  Must  Be  Abolished. 
Hate  can  have  no  place  in  the  souls  of  the 
righteous.       We  must  follow  the  commands 
of    Christ    Himself    wh'ch    declare   the    true 
life: 

Love  your  enem'es,  bless  them  that  curse 
you,  do  good  to  them  that  hate  you,  and 
pray  for  them  which  despitefullv  use 
you,  and  persecute  you  , 
That  ye  may  be  the  children  of  your 
F'ather     which     is     in     heaven. ^ — ALatt. 

5:44-45-  _ 
These  principles  must  be  instilled  into  the 
hearts  of  our  children,  taught  to  our  youth, 
given  bv  way  of  instruction  to  our  vigorous 
manhood  and  womanhood,  lived  in  very  fact 
and  deed  bv  the  aged,  ripened  in  experience 
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and  wisdom.  These  are  the  pa'im:iples  which 
God  enjoins  upon  all  who  teach,  in  whatever 
capacity  or  in  whatever  place.  The  Lord  has 
de(-lared  tliat  those  who  "  teach  not  their 
children  light  and  truth,  according-  to  the 
commandments,  shall  be  alTlicted,  the  wicked 
one  shall  have  p^ower  over  them  (D.C 
93  :4-'),  and  the  sin  shall  be  upon  their  heads 
(b.C.   68:-'5).  Woe  will   be   the   part  of 

those  who  plant  hate  in  the  hearts  of  the 
youth,  antl  of  the  people,  for  God  will  not 
hold  them  guiltless ;  they  are  sowing  the 
wind,  their  victims  will  reap  the  whirlwinds. 
Hate  is  born  of  Satan  ;  love  is  the  offspring 
of  God.  We  must  drive  out  hate  from  our 
hearts,  every  one  of  us,  and  permit  it  not 
again  to  enter. 

Mission  of  the  Church. 

The  Lord  has  established  His  Church  in 
these  latter-days  that  men  might  be  called 
to  repentance,  to  the  salvation  and  exalta- 
tion of  their  souls.  Time  and  time  again 
He  told  the  Prophet  Joseph  and  those  with 
him  that  the  "  the  field  is  white  already  to 
harvest"  (D.C.  4:4;  6:3;  11:3;  12:3; 
14:3;  33:3,  7)-  Over  and  over  again  He 
commanded  them  to  preach  nothing  but  re- 
pentance to  this  generation  (D.C.  6:9; 
1 1  :9  ;  14:8),  finally  declaring: 

And  thou  shalt  declare  glad  tidings,  yea, 
publish  it  upon  the  mountains,  and  upon 
every    high    place,     and    among    every 
people   that  thou   shalt  be  permitted   to 
see. 
And    thou    shalt   do    it    with    all   humility, 
trusting     in    me,     reviling     not     against 
revilers. 
And   of    tenets    thou   shalt    not    talk,    but 
thou  shalt  declare  repentance  and  faith 
on   the  Saviour,    and   remission   of  sins 
by   baptism   and   by  fire,   yea,    even  the 
Holy   Ghost. 
Behold,  this  is  a  great  and  the  last  com- 
mandment which   I   shall  give  unto  you 
concerning   this   matter ;    for   this    shall 
suffice  for  thy  daily  walk,  even  unto  the 
end  of  thy  life. 
And  misery  thou  shalt  receive  if  thou  wilt 
slight    these    counsels,     yea,     even    the 
destruction  of  thyself  and  property." — 
D.C.  19  129-33. 
These  commands  we  must  obey  that  men 
shall  come  to   know   God    and   Jesus   Christ 


whom   He  sent,   lor  "  tiiis  is  lile  eternal." — 
John  17:3. 

For  this  cause  was  the  Church  organized, 
the  gospel  again  revealed  in  its  fulness,  the 
priesthood  of  God  again  restored,  with  all 
its  rights  ,  powers,  keys  and  functions.  This 
is  the  mission  of  the  Church.  TItc  Divine  ' 
commission  given  to  the  Apostles  of  old 
(^L'ltt.  .'8:28  fl";  Mark  16:25  ^)  has  been 
repeated  in  this  day,  that  the  Gospel  shall  be 
carried  to  all  nations  (D.C.  38:33),  unto  the 
Jew  and  the  (ientile  (D.C.  18:26^,  it  shall  be 
declared  with  rejoicing  (D.C.  28:16),  it  shall 
roll  to  the  ends  of  the  earth  (D.C.  65  :2), 
and  it  must  be  preached  by  us  to  whom  the 
kingdom  has  been  given  (D.C.  84:76).  No 
act  of  ours  or  of  the  Church  must  interfere 
with  this  God-given  mandate.  The  Lord 
will  hold  us  to  this  high  commission  and 
exalted  duty,  imposed  by  His  commandment 
to  us,  when  He  said  : 

And   in  nothing  doth  man  offend  God,  or 
against  none  is  His  wrath  kindled,  save 
those  who  confess  not  His  hand  in  all 
things,     and    obey    not    his    command- 
ments.— D.C.    59:21. 
We    shall    be    excused    from    this    Divine 
Commission,   individually  and  as  a  Church, 
only  if  some  power  beyond  our  control  shall 
prevent  our  obedience  to  God's  commands, 
then  they  who  hinder  must  bear  the  penalty. 
(D.C.    124:49.)        But  to  that  point  of  hin- 
drance,  it  is  our  bounden  duty  to  carry  on. 

Sending  of  Missionaries. 

It  is  our  duty.  Divinely  imposed,  to  con- 
tinue urgently  and  militantly  to  carry  for- 
ward our  missionary  work.  We  must  con- 
tinue to  call  missionaries  and  send  them  out 
to  preach  the  Gospel,  which  was  never  more 
needed  than  now,  which  is  the  onlv  remed\' 
for  the  tragic  ills  that  now  afflict  the  world, 
and  which  alone  can  bring  peace  and 
brotherly  love  back  amongst  the  peoples  of 
the  earth.  \\^e  must  continue  to  call  to 
missionary  work  those  who  seem  best  able 
to  perform  it  in  these  troublous  and  difficult 
days.  Our  duty   under   Divine  command 

imperatively  demands  this.  We  shall  not 
knowingly  call  anyone  for  the  purpose  of 
having  him  evade  militarv  service,  nor  for  1 
the  purpose  of  interfering  with  or  hamper- 
ing that  service  in  any  way,  nor  of  putting 
an\'  impediment  in   the  wav  of  government. 
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These  would  be  unworthy  motives  for  a 
miissionary  life.  Our  people  have  furnished 
and  we  expect  them  to  continue  to  furnish 
their  full  quota  for  those  purposes,  but  we 
see  no  alternative,  until  new  rules  are  made 
by  the  government,  but  to  continue  to  call 
the  best  and  most  effective  men  into 
missionary  wQrk,  if  they  are  available  there- 
for. 

Having-  in  mind  that  the  world-wide 
disaster  m  material  and  spiritual  matters  has 
brought  vital  and  difficult  problems  to  the 
nation  because  of  need  of  man -power  for 
the  armed  forces  and  defence  works,  and  to 
the  Church  because  of  the  imperative  need  it 
brings  to  us  to  employ  in  our  missionary 
work  the  experience,  testimony  and  faith 
possessed  by  our  more  mature  brethren,  we 
have  instructed  our  bishops,  presidents  of 
branches,  and  presidents  of  missions,  to 
confine  until  further  notice,  their  recom- 
mendations of  brethren  for  missionary 
service  in  the  field,  to  those  who  on 
March  23,  1942,  were  seventies  or  high 
priests.  Furthermore,    in   recommending 

these  brethren,  none  but  those  who  are  and 
have  been  living  worthiy,  should  be  chosen  ; 
and  as  to  these,  they  should  choose  those 
only  who  have  not  received  their  notice  of 
induction,  who  are  not  likey  tO'  receive  it 
within  a  short  time,  and  who  have  a  real 
desire  to  do  missionary  work. 

To  preach  the  Gospel,  under  ordination 
from  the  priesthood  of  God,  is  a  great  privi- 
lege, to  be  enjoyed  by  those  only  who  are 
thoroughly  qualified  and  who  are  and  have 
been  strictly  living  the  commandments  and 
attending  to  their  Church  duties.  Every 

bishop  will  carefully  examine  everyone 
whom  he  considers  for  a  mission,  to  be  sure 
he  meets  these  requirements.  No  lukewarm 
or  unworthy  person  should  be  recom- 
mended. The  bishop  must  not  in  any  way 
play  favourites,  thus  avoiding  giving  just 
ground  among  the  people  of  his  Ward  for 
that  unworth}-,  unrighteous  thought,  some- 
times voiced  h\  those  whose  sons  have  gone 
into  the  service,  that  because  their  sons  have 
gone  into  the  army,  every  other  parent's  son 
should  go  into  the  army,  and  that  none 
should  be  sent  on  missions.  This  feeling 
has  behind  it  thoughts  that  do  not  com- 
port with  the  teachings  of  our  Heavenly 
Father.  Morever,  those  going  on  missions 
are  amenable  to  selection  for  army  service 


so  soon  as  they  return.       A  mission  exempts 

from  armv  service  only  for  the  term  of  the 

mission.  ^  j  o*  .^ 

Church  and  State. 

The  Church  stands  for  the  separation  of 
Church  and  State.  The  Church  has  no  civil 
political   functions.  As  the   Church   may 

not  assume  the  functions  of  the  State,  so  the 
State  may  not  assume  the  functions  of  the 
Church.  The  Church  is  responsible  for  and 
must  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Lord,  direct- 
ing the  conduct  of  its  members,  one  towards 
the  other,  as  followers  of  the  lowly  Christ, 
not  forgetting  the  humble,  the  poor  and 
needy,  and  those  in  distress,  leading  them 
all  to  righteous  living  and  a  spiritual  life 
that  shall  bring  them  to  salvation,  exalta- 
tion, and  eternal  progression  in  wisdom, 
knowledge,  understanding  and  power. 

To-day,  more  than  ever  before  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  Church,  we  must  bring  the  full 
force  of  the  righteous  living  of  our  people 
and  the  full  influence  of  the  spiritual  power 
and  responsibility  of  the  Holy  Priesthood, 
to  combat  the  evil  forces  which  Satan  has 
let  loose  among  the  peoples  of  the  earth. 
We  are  in  the  midst  of  a  desperate  struggle 
between  Truth  and  Error,  and  Truth  will 
finally  prevail. 

The  State  is  responsibe  for  the  civil  con- 
trol of  its  citizens  or  subjects,  for  their 
political  welfare,  and  for  the  carrying  for- 
ward of  political  policies,  domestic  and 
foreign,  of  the  body  politic.  For  these 
policies,  their  success  or  failure,  the  State  is 
alone  responsible,  and  it  must  carry  their 
burdens.  All  these  matters  involve  and 
directlv  affect  Church  members  because  they 
are  part  of  the  body  politic,  and  members 
must  give  allegience  to  their  sovereign  and 
render  it  loyal  service  when  called  thereto. 
But  the  Church,  itself,  as  such,  has  no 
responsibilitv  for  these  policies,  as  to  which 
it  has  no  means  of  doing  more  than  urging 
its  members  fully  to  render  that  loyalty  to 
their  country  and  to  free  institutions  which 
the  loftiest  patriotism  calls  for. 

Nevertheless,  as  a  correlative  of  the  prin- 
ciple of  separation  of  the  Church  and  State, 
themselves,  there  is  an  obligation  running 
from  every  citizen  or  subject  of  the  State. 
This  obligation  is  voiced  in  that  Article  of 
Faith  which  declares  : — 

We  believe  in  being  subject  to  kings, 
presidents,  rulers,  and  magistrates;  in 
obeying,  honouring  and  sustaining  the 
law.

I<"or  a  hundix'tl  years  llu'  C'luiii'h  has  \)cvn 
;uitleci  by  ihc  followinj^-  |5i'iiu  iplcs  : 

W'c  bi'lit'vc  that  goveninu'iits  were  insti- 
tuted of  (iod  for  the  benefit  of  man; 
and  tliat  he  holds  men  accoimlable  for 
their  acts  in  relation  to  them,  both  in 
making-  laws  and  administering-  ihem, 
for  the  good  and  safety  of  society. 

We  believe  that  no  government  can  exist 
in  peace,  except  such  laws  are  framed 
and  held  inviolate  as  will  secure  to  each 
individual  the  free  exercise  of  con- 
science, the  right  and  control  of  prt)- 
perty  ;  and   the  protection  of  life. 

We  believe  that  all  governments  neces- 
sarily require  civil  officers  and  magis- 
trates to  enforce  the  laws  of  the  same  ; 
and  that  such  as  will  administer  the  law 
in  equity  and  justice  should  be  sought 
for  and  upheld  bv  the  voice  of  the 
people  if  a  republic,  or  the  will  of  the 
sovereign. 

We  believe  tliat  religion  is  instituted  of 
God ;  and  that  men  are  amenable  to 
Him,  and  to  Him  only,  for  the  exercise 
of  it,  unless  their  religious  opinions 
prompt  them  to  infringe  upon  the  rights 
and  liberties  of  others  ;  but  we  do  not 
believe  that  human  law  has  a  right  to 
interfere  in  prescribing  the  rules  of 
worship  to  bind  the  consciences  of  men, 
nor  dictate  forms  for  public  or  private 
devotion  ;  that  the  civil  magistrate 
should  restrain  crime,  but  never  control 
conscience ;  should  punish  guilt,  but 
never  suppress  the  freedom  of  the 
soul. 

We  believe  that  all  men  are  bound  to 
sustain  and  uphold  the  respective 
governments  in  which  they  reside,  while 
protected  in  their  inherent  and  inalien- 
able rights  by  the  laws  of  such  govern- 
ments ;  and  that  sedition  and  rebellion 
are  unbecoming  every  citizen  thus  pro- 
tected, and  should  be  punished  accord- 
ingly ;  and  that  all  g-overnments  have  a 
right  to  enact  such  laws  as  in  their  own 
judgments  are  best  calculated  to  secure 
the  public  interest ;  at  the  same  time, 
however,  holding  sacred  the  freedom  of 
conscience. 

We  believe  that  every  man  should  be 
honoured  in  his  station,  rulers  and 
magistrates    as   such,    being    placed   for 


the  proU'ction  of  ihc  innoieiU  and  the 
punishmcnl  of  the  guilly  ;  and  that  to 
the  laws  all  men  owe  respect  and 
deference,  as  without  them  peace  and 
harmoi-iy  would  be  supplanted  by 
anarchy  and  terror;  human  laws  being 
instituted  for  the  express  purpose  of 
regulating  our  interests  as  indi\-iduals 
and  nations,  between  man  and  man  and 
divine  laws  gixen  of  heaven,  prescrib- 
ing rules  on  spiritual  concerns,  for  faith 
ai-id  worship,  both  to  be  answered  by 
n-ian  to  his  Maker  .  .  . 
We  believe  .  .  .  that  murder,  treason, 
robbery,  theft,  and  the  breach  of  the 
general  peace,  in  all  respects,  should  be 
punished  according  to  their  criminality 
and  their  tendency  to  evil  among  men, 
by  the  laws  of  that  government  in 
which  the  offence  is  committed. — D.C. 
134  :i-6,  8. 

Church  Membership  and 
Army  Service. 
Obedient  to  these  principles  the  members 
of  the  Church  have  always  felt  under 
obligation  to  come  to  the  defence  of  their 
country  when  a  call  to  arms  was  made  ;  on 
occasion  the  Church  was  prepared  to  defend 
its  own   members. 

In  the  days  of  Nauvoo,  the  Nauvoo 
Legion  was  formed,  having  in  view  the 
possible  armed  defence  of  the  Saints  against 
mob  violence.  Following  our  expulsion 
from  Nauvoo,  the  Mormon  Battalion  was 
recruited  by  the  national  government  for 
service  in    the  war  with    Mexico.  When 

Johnston's  army  was  sent  to  Utah  in  1857 
as  the  result  of  malicious  misrepresentations 
as  to  the  actions  and  attitude  of  the  terri- 
torial officers  and  the  people,  we  prepared 
and  used  measures  of  force  to  prevent  the 
entry  of  the  army  into  the  valleys.  During 
the  early  years  in  Utah,  forces  were  raised 
and  used  to  fight  the  Indians.  In  the  war 
with  Spain,  members  of  the  Church  served 
with  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States, 
with  distinction  and  honour.  In  the  World 
War,  the  Saints  of  America  and  of  Euro- 
pean countries  served  loyallv  their  respective 
governments,  on  both  sides  of  the  conflict. 
Likewise  in  the  present  war,  righteous  men 
of  the  Church  in  both  camps  have  died,  some 
with  great  heriosm,  for  their  own  country's 
sake.    In  all  this  our  people  have  but  served 
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loyally  the  country  of  which  they  were  citi- 
zens or  subjects  under  the  principles  we  have 
already   stated.  We   have   felt  honoured 

that  our  brethren  have  died  nobly  for  their 
country ;  the  Church  has  been  benefited  b} 
their  service  and  sacrifice. 

Nevertheless,  we  have  not  forgotten  that 
on  Sinai,  God  commanded  "  Thou  shalt  not 
kill"  ;  nor  that  in  this  dispensation  the  Lord 
has  repeatedly  reiterated  that  command. 
He  has  said  : 

And     now,     behold,     I     speak     unto     the 
Church.        Thou  shalt  not  kill ;  and  he 
that  kills  shall  not  have  forgiveness  in 
this  world,  nor  in  the  world  to  come. 
And  again,  I  say,  thou  shalt  not  kill ;  but 
he  that  killeth  shall  die. — D.C.  42  :i8- 
ig  ;  and  see  59  :6. 
At  another  time  the  Lord  commanded  that 
murderers  should  "be  delivered  up  and  dealt 
with  according  to  the  laws  of  the  land  ;  for 
remember  that  he  hath  no  forgiveness."  (ib. 
79.)       So  also  when  land  was  to  be  obtainerl 
in  Zion,   the  Lord  said  : 

Wherefore,   the  land  of  Zion  shall  not  be 

obtained  but  by  purchase  or  by  blood, 

otherwise  there   is  none   inheritance  for 

you. 

And     if    by     purchase,     behold     you     are 

blessed  ; 
And  if  by  blood,  as  you  are  forbidden  to 
shed  blood,   lo,  your  enemies  are   upon 
you,  and  ye  shall  be  scourged  from  city 
to  city,  and  from  synagogue  to  syna- 
gogue,   and    but    few    shall    stand    to 
receive  an  inheritance. 
But     all     these     commands,     from     Sinai 
down,  run  in  very  terms  against  individuals 
as  members  of  society,  as  well  as  members 
of  the   Church,   for   one  man   must   not  kill 
another  as  Cain  killed  Abel ;  they  also  run 
against  the  Church  as  in  the  case  of  securing 
land     in     Zion,     because     Christ's     Church 
should  not  make  war,  for  the  Lord  is  a  Lord 
of  peace.        He  has  said  to  us  in   this  dis- 
pensation : — 

Therefore,     renounce    war    and    proclaim 

peace  .  .  . — D.  &  C  98:16. 
Thus  the  Church  is  and  must  be  against 
war.  The  Church  itself  can  not  wage  war, 
unless  and  until  the  Lord  shall  issue  new 
commands.  It  cannot  regard  war  as  a 
righteous  means  of  settling  international 
disputes  ;  these  should  and  could  be  settled 


— the   nations  agreeing — by   peaceful  nego- 
tiation and  adjustment. 

But  the  Church  membership  are  citizens 
or  subjects  of  sovereignities  over  which  the 
Church  has  no  control.  The  Lord  Himself 
has  told  us  to 

befriend   that   law   which   is   the  constitu- 
tional law  of  the  land  : 
And  now,  verily  I  say  unto  you  concern- 
ing the  laws  of  the  land,   it  is  my  will 
that  my  people  should  observe  to  do  all 
things  whatsoever  I  command  them. 
And  that  law  of  the  land  which  is  consti- 
tutional,   supporting    that    principle    of 
freedom     in     maintaining     rights     and 
privileges,  belongs  to  all  mankind,  and 
is  justifiable  before  me. 
Therefore,    I,   the   Lord,   justify   you,   and 
your    brethren    of    my    church,    in    be- 
friending that  law  which  is  the  consti- 
tutional law  of  the  land  ; 
And  as  pertaining  to  law  of  man,   what- 
soever is  more  or  less  than  this  cometh 
of  evil. — D.C.  98:4-7.  , 

While  by  its  terms  this  revealed  word  re- 
lated    more     especiallv     to     this     land     of 
America,     nevertheless    the     principles    an- 
nounced are  world-wide  in  their  application, 
and  they  are  specifically  addressed  to  "you" 
(Joseph  Smith),   "  and  your  brethren  of  my 
church."         When  therefore,   constitutional 
law,  obedient  to  these  principles,   calls  the 
manhoo<l    of    the    Church    into    the    armed 
service   of  any   country   to  which    they   owe 
allegience,  their  highest  civic  duty  requires 
that  they  meet  that  call.       If,  barkening  to 
that    call    and    obeying    those    in    command 
over  them,  they  shall  take  the  lives  of  thov 
who  fight  against  them,  that  will  not  m.'^fi 
them    murderers,    nor   subject    them    to    s; 
penalty   that   God  has  prescribed   for  tl^^^g 
who   kill,   beyond  the   principle  to  be   r^nd 
tioned    shortly.

The  whole  world  is  in  the  midst  ojter  to 
that  seems  the  worst  of  all  time,  t.  Our 
Church  is  a  world-wide  Church., gg^  of 
devoted  members  are  in  both  camps.  ^  ^ye 
are    the    innocent    war    instrumentalit]-,j.-igt.

\\h()11\-  i-ii4hl  ;  perh;i|>s  neither  is  witliout 
wrong'.  (iod  will  work  out  in  Flis  own  due 
time  and  in  His  own  sovereign  wav  tlie 
justice  and  rioht  of  the  conflict,  l)ut  He  will 
not  hold  the  innocent  instrumentalities  of  the 
war,  our  brethren  in  arms,  responsible  for 
tlie  conflict.  This  is  a  major  crisis  in  the 
world  life  of  man.  (Iod  is  at  the  helm. 
Righteous  Suffer  With  Wicked. 
But  there  is  an  eternal  law  that  rules  war 
and  those  who  engage  in  it.  It  was  g'iven 
when,  T'eter  having-  struck  off  the  ear  of 
Malchus,  the  servant  of  the  High  I'^riest, 
Jesus  repro\ed  him,   sa}ing  : 

Put  up  ag^ain  thy  sword  into  his  place ; 
for  all  thev  that  take  the  sword  shall 
perish  with  the  sword. — Matt.  26  :^j. 
The  Saviour  thus  laid  down  a  general 
principle  upon  which  He  placed  no  limita- 
tions as  to  time,  place,  cause  or  people  in- 
volved. He  repeated  it  in  this  Dispensation 
when  He  told  the  people  if  they  tried  to 
secure  the  land  of  Zion  by  blood,  then  "  lo, 
your  enemies  are  upon  you."  This  is  a 
universal  law,  for  force  always  begets  force  ; 
it  is  the  law  of  "an  eye  for  an  eye,  a  tooth 
for  a  tooth  "  (Ex.  21  •.2^;  Lev.  24:20'!  ;  it  is 
the  law  of  the  unrighteous  and  wicked,  but 
it  operates  against  the  righteous  who  may 
be  involved. 

Mormon,  recording  the  war  of  revenge  b}' 
the  Xephites,  against  the  Lamanites,  pro- 
nounced another  great   Law  : 

But,    behold,   the   jutlgments  of   God   will 

overtake  the 'wicked;  and   it   is   by   the 

wicked    that   the   wicked  are  punished; 

for    it    is   the   wicked   that    stir    up    the 

the  hearts  of  the  children  of  men  unto 

bloodshed. — Mormon  4:5. 

But,  we  repeat,  in  this  war  of  the  wicked, 

the  righteous  suffer  also.    Moroni,  reproving 

Pahoran   "  for  sitting  upon  his  throne  in  a 

state     of     thoughtless     stupour,     while     his 

enemies  were  spreading  the   work  of  death 

round  him,  yea,  while  they  were  murdering 

thousands      of      his      brethren,"       said      to 

Pahoran  : 

Do  ve  suppose  that,   because  so  many  of 
vour  brethren  have  been  killed  it  is  be- 


cause of  their  wickedness?        I  say  unto 
you,    il    ye    ha\-e   supposed    this   \'e   have 
supposed    in    \;iin  ;    for    I    say   unto   vou, 
there  are  many  who  liax'e  fallen  by  the 
sword  ;    ;md    behold    it    is    to    \()ur    con- 
demnation ; 
For  the  Lord  sufferelh  the  righteous  to  l)e 
slain  that  his  justice  and  judgment  may 
come    upon    the    wicked  ;    therefore    ye 
need  not,  suppose  that  the  righteous  are 
lost  because  they  are  slain  ;  but  behold, 
they  do  enter  into  the  rest  of  the  Lord 
their  God. — Alma  60  :/,  12-13. 
In  this  terrible  war  now  waging  thousands 
of  our  righteous  young  men   in  all  parts  of 
the  world  and  in  many  countries  are  subject 
to  a   call    into   the  mjlitarv   service   of  their 
own  countries.       Some  of  these,  so  serxing, 
have     alreadv     been     called    back     to    their 
heavenly  home  others  will  almost  surelv  be 
(^alled  to  follow.     But  "'behold,"  as  Moroni 
said,   the   righteous  of  them  who   serve  and 
are  slain  "  do  enter  into  the  rest  of  the  Lord 
their  (iod,"  and  of  them  the  Lord  has  said 
"  those    that    die   in    me    shall   not    taste    of 
death,    for    it    shall    be    sweet    unto    them." 
(D.C.  42  146. )       Their  salvation  and  exalta- 
tion  in    the   world   to   come    will    be   secure. 
That  in  their  work  of  destruction  they  will 
be  striking  at  their  brethren  will  not  be  held 
against  them.       That  sin,  as  Moroni  of  old 
said,    is  to  the  condemnation  of   *^^hose   who 
"sit  in  their  places  of  power   in   a   state  of 
thoughtless    stupour,"    those    rulers    in    the 
world  who  in  a  frenzy  of  hate  and  lust  for 
unrighteous  power  and  dominion  over  their 
fellowmen     have     put     into    motion    eternal 
forces   thev  do   not  comprehend  and  cannot 
control.    God,  in  His  own  due  time,  will  pass 
sentence  upon  them. 

\'engeance    is   mine  i       I    will    repav   saith 
the  Lord. — Rom.   12  iicj. 

Message  to  Men  in  Service. 
To  our  young  men  who  go  into  sers'ice, 
no  matter  whom  they  serve  or  where,  we 
sav  live  clean,  keep  the  commandments  of 
the  Lord,  pray  to  Him  constantly  to  pre- 
serve vou  in  truth  and  righteousness,  live 
as  vou  pray,  and  then  whatever  betides  you 
the  Lord  will  be  with  you  and  nothing  will 
happen  to  you  that  will  not  be  to  the  honour 
and  glorv  of  God  and  to  }our  sahation  and 
exaltation.

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pray  for,  a  joy  that  will  pass  your  powers 
of  expression  or  understanding-.  The  Lord 
will  comfort  you;  you  will  feel  His  presence 
in  the  hour  of  your  greatest  tribulation;  He 
will  guard  and  protect  you  to  the  full  extent 
that  accords  with  His  allwise  purpose.  Then^ 
when  the  conflict  is  over  and  you  return  to 
your  homes,  having  lived  the  righteous  life, 
how  great  will  be  your  happiness — whether 
you  be  of  the  victors  or  of  the  vanquished — 
that  you  have  lived  as  the  Lord  commanded. 
You  will  return  so  disciplined  in  righteous- 
ness that  thereafter  all  Satan's  wiles  and 
strategems  will  leave  you  untouched  !  Your 
faith  and  testimony  will  be  strong  beyond 
breaking.  You  will  be  looked  up  to  and 
revered  as  having  passed  through  the  fiery 
furnaces  of  trial  and  temptation  and  come 
forth  unharmed.  Your  brethern  will  look 
to  you  for  counsel,  support  and  guidance. 
You  will  be  the  anchors  to  which  thereafter 
the  }outh  of  Zion  will  moor  their  faith  in 
man.

THE  Prophet  Lehi,  shortly  before  his  death,  called  his  sons  around  him  and  sp>oke  to  them 
'       concerning  things  worth   while.        Included  in  his  parting  message  were  the  words,  "... 
men  are  that  they  might  have  joy."     II  Nephi  2:25. 

The  revelation  of  this  glorious  truth  placed  greater  emphasis  upon  the  significance  and 
dlesirability  of  real  joy.  Life,  to  be  really  worth  while,  must  be  full  of  joys  dissociated  from 
ruinous  worldly  pleasures. 

Sober  reflection  uport  the  message  and  the  circumstances  under  which  it  was  given  would 
discount  any  idea  tliat  a  prophet  of  God  would  be  suggesting  to  his  sons,  in  his  dying  words, 
that  they  associate  frivolous  pleasure  with  the  transcending  joys  of  righteous  conduct. 

It  is  safe  to  assume  that  Jesus  had  more  real  joy  during  His  life  than  any  other  person 
who  ever  lived.  His  joy  was  born  of  the  consecration  of  life's  golden  hours  to  the  blessing 
of  mankind,  both  here  and  hereafter.  Would  a  lugt  for  cjissipating  pleasures  have  sgiit  Him 
to  death  by  crucifixion  with  joy  in  His  heart? 

Had  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  chosen  sensual  pleasures  in  preference  to  the  joy  of  keeps 
ing  the  commandments  of  God,  he  would  never  have  suffered  a  martyr's  death.  The  gqspgl 
of  Jesus  Christ  would  not  have  been  restored  through  such  an  individual. 

As  the  Saints  trudged  across  those  desert  wastes,  they  sang  ".  .  .  no  toil  nor  labour 
fear,  but  with  joy  wend  your  way  ..."  Joy  to  them  was  freedom  from  oppression,  anc) 
the  privilege  of  worshipping  God  as  they  were  commanded,  and  serving  their  fellow  m^n  in 
righteousness. 

Truly,  **.  .  .  men  are  that  they  might  have  joy."  If  the  joys  and  pleasures  of  this  life 
are  such  as  will  enrich  the  soul,  ennoble  the  mind,  and  keep  us  ever  in  the  way  of  life,  we 
shall  come  to  know  the  real  and  only  complete  joy — eternal  life  and  exaltation  in  the  kingdom 
of  God.  Latter-day  Saints,  of  all  people,  should  learn  to  differentiate  intelligently  between 
sensual  pleasure  and  the  joy  of  righteous  behaviour.

THE  most  effectve  vindication  of  any  faith 
is  found  in  the  lives  of  its  adherents. 
Unless  it  manifests  itself  in  deeds,  It  is  of 
little  avail. 

In  the  last  analysis  we  must  come  to  trial 
before  the  bar  of  the  world  and  a  just  judg- 
ment will  be  rendered  from  the  record  of 
our  behaviour.  There  is  no  escaping  this. 
It  would  be  dishonest  to  ask  for  a  decision 
that  is  not  in  keeping  with  the  facts.

and  women  of  this  faith.       Pretence  never 
preached  Mormonism  and  never  will.

However,  unless  we  are  responsive  to  the 
appeals  of  the  poor,  remember  the  un- 
fortunate, are  kind  to  the  stranger,  tolerant 
and  charitable  toward  the  misgivings  of 
others,  wc  arc  not  giving  the  highest  proof 
of  our  devotion  to  our  religion.

Winter    Quarlcr.s    and    resuming-    (Ik-    west- 
ward march  in  quest  ol'  a  honu-  in  the  desert. 
Slowly  tile    ni()\f   onward   liiiding-   their  own 
way   and    niakinj^    their   own    road.  V'es, 

there  was  an  Oiei^^on  Trail,  but  society  had 
not  been  kind  to  these  I'din^ees  and  the\- 
preferred  to  stay  north  ol  the  Platte  where 
they  would  be  unmolested,  and  chart  their 
own  course. 

Wearily  on  the}-  trudged,  only  yagueh 
knowing  to  where.  Their  martyred  Prophet 
had  designated  their  destination  as  in  the 
Rocky  Mountains.  Their  prophet-leader 
had  seen  their  future  home  in  vision  and 
knew  he  would  recog-nize  it  when  they  came 
upon  it.  After  more  than  loo  days  of 
placating  the  Indians,  making  new  roads, 
fording-  and  ferrying  riyers,  climbing  rugged 
mountains  and  struggling  through  the 
gorges  between  them,  this  modern  Moses 
looked  upon  a  barren  waste  supporting 
pathes  of  salt  grass,  greasewood  and  scrub 
sage,  with  a  salty  sea  shimmering  in  the 
distance  and  said,  "  This  is  the  place." 
W^ould  that  we  could  make  the  picture  so 
plain  that  all  \vho  read  could  see  it.  It  is 
the  picture  of  the  Mormon  Pioneers. 

The  great  statesmen  of  the  country  had 
said  this  desert  land  was  uninhabitable  and 
of  no  value.  Hunters  and  trappers  warn- 
ingly  advised  against  attempt  to  settle  there. 
Friends  who  had  gone  beyond  to  the  Pacific 
coast — to  the  inviting  lands  of  Oregon  and 
sunny  California — counselled  and  urged  and 
pleaded  that  the  home  seekers  go  on  to 
where  there  was  hope  and  promise  waiting 
to  welcome  them.  Members  of  the  band, 
though  weary  and  worn  from  the  long 
trudge  of  a  thousand  painful,  fatiguing, 
foot-sore  miles  behind,  were  so  disheartened 
at  the  prospect  before  them  that  they  said 
they  would  gladly  go  on  another  thousand 
miles  rather  than  try  to  make  homes  in  this 
forlorn  and  desolate  land.  But  their  leader 
knew,  and  He  who  led  their  leader  knew 
that  '  This  is  the  place." 

The  picture  is  not  finished  ;  it  is  only  well 
begun.  For  years  the   stream  of  immi- 

grants came  on.  Among  them  were  those 
who  had  neither  horse  nor  ox,  but  must  be 
their  own  motive  power  over  those  hundreds 
of  miles  of  wearysome  way.  All  they  could 
claim     in    worldly     goods     was     in     a    two- 


wlieeled  cart  which  the\  aUernately  pushed 
and  pulled  o\cr  a  thousand  miles  of  prairie, 
desert  and  mountain.  This  class  contri- 
buted liea\ily  to  the  6,000  graves  that  are 
stre\\-n  between  Xauvoo  and  the  (Ireat  Sail 
Lake. 

Haxing-  reache<l  their  designation  the 
great  problem  confronting  tiie  Pioneers  was 
how  to  wrest  from  this  barren  t:ountr\-  a 
sustenance  for  themselves  and  the  thousands 
in  almost  unbroken  train  on  their  way  west- 
ward. Ground  was  irrigated,  broken  antl 
planted  the  day   of  arrival.  Scouts   were 

sent  out  in  all  directions  to  explore  the  wild 
and  virgin  country  and  these  were  followed 
by  colonists  called  by  their  inspired  leader 
to  settle  upon  it,  subdue  it  and  transform 
the  barren  waste  into  fruitful  fields  and 
gardens.  Divine  Providence  had  prepared 
and  held  virgin  this  land  for  this  peculiar 
people  whom  the  Lord  knew  would  be  led 
to  it.  It  had  long  been  subject  to  extended 
drought  and  frequent  killing  frosts  and  was 
the  habitat  of  grasshoppers  and  crickets. 
But  He  who  has  the  power  to  create  has  also 
the  power  to  modify  and  transform,  and 
under  the  combination  of  divine  blessing  and 
human  industry  the  desert  has  truly  been 
made  to  "  blossom  as  the  rose."

THE  world  bestows  its  big  prizes,  both  in 
money  and  honours,  f(^r  but  one  thing. 
And  that  is  Initiative.  What  is  Initiative? 
I'll  tell  you  :  It  is  doing  the  right  thing  with- 
out being  told.  But  next  to  doing  the 
thing  without  being  told  is  to  do  it  when 
you  are  told  once.  That  is  to  say,  carry 
the  Message  to  Garcia  :  those  who  can  carry 
a  message  get  high  honours,  but  their  pay 
is  not  always  in  proportion.  Next,  there 
are  those  who  do  the  right  thing  only  when 
necessity  kicks  them  from  behind,  and  these 
get  indifference  instead  of  honours,  and  a 
pittance  for  pay.  This  kind  spends  most 
of  its  time  polishing  a  bench  with  a  hard- 
luck  story.  Then,  still  lower  down  in  the 
scale  than  this,  we  have  the  fellow  who  will 
not  do  the  right  thing  even  when  some  one 
goes  along  to  show  him  how  and  stays  to 
see  that  he  does  it :  he  is  always  out  of  a 
job,  and  receives,  the  contempt  he  deserves, 
unless  he  happens  to  have  a  rich  Pa,  in 
which  case  Destiny  patiently  awaits  around 
the  corner  with  a  stuffed  club.
